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WHAT IS THE PARENTS’ NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL UNION? 

r 


The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen in 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and the 
principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and educate ; 
their desire to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
how to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop- 
ment of their children’s whole nature, physical, mental, moral, 
and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, not as meaning instruction only, but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying principle 
that “ Character is everything.” The two functions ot Educa 
tion (as it is understood by the Union), are the presentation ot 
ideas and the formation of habits. These two, it will be seen, 
are the chief means at our disposal tor the modificatio 
character. 
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PRINCIPLES AND OBJECTS. 

The Central Principles, to which all Local Branches of the 

Society (while free to organize themselves)-shall be pledged, 

are That a Religious basis of work be maintained. 2 . 
That the series of addresses and other means employed by the 
Union shall be so arranged as to deal with Education under the 
following heads: (a) Physical; (b) Mental; (c) Moral; and 

(d) Spiritual. 3. That arrangements concerning Lectures, etc., 
be made with a view to the convenience of fathers as well as 
of mothers. 4. That the work of the Union be arranged to help 
parents of all classes. The Objects are : (a) To assist parents 

of all classes to understand the best principles and methods of 
Education, in all its aspects, and especially in those which 
concern the formation of habits and character, (b) To create a 
better public opinion on the subject of the training of children, 
and with this object in view, to collect and make known the 
best information and experience on the subject, (c) To afford 
to parents opportunities for co-operation and consultation, so 
that the wisdom and experience of each may be profitable to all. 
(d) To stimulate their enthusiasm, through the sympathy of 
numbers acting together. (1?) To secure greater unity and 
continuity of Education, by harmonizing home and school 
training. 
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RULES. 


Name. 

1. The Union shall be called the “Parents’ National 
Educational Union.” 

2. The Organization of the Union shall comprise:— 

(a.) The Council. 

( b .) An Executive Council. 

(c.) Local Branches. 

The Council. 

3. The Union shall be under the control of the Council, 
which shall consist of the President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary 
Officers, one representative from each Branch and co-opted 
members. 

4. The President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Officers 
and one-third of the co-opted members of the Council (who 
shall retire in rotation each year, but shall be eligible for 
re-election) shall be elected yearly at the Annual Meeting of 
the Council. 

5. The Executive Committee shall be annually elected 
by the Council from among its members, and shall be 
responsible for the management of the Union. 

6. At any Meeting of the Council five shall form a 
quorum. 

7. The accounts of the Union shall be audited by a 
Chartered Accountant, who shall be appointed each year at 
the Annual Meeting. 
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Executive Committee. 

. The Executive shall consist of the President, Honorary 
Officers one representative from each Branch which received 
„„7 le« than fifty subscriptions, and fifteen other members 
The shall be elected yearly at the Annual Meeting of the 

C °° , Nominations of new Members for the Executive 
Committee must be sent in to the Secretary ten clear days 
before the date of such election. If more than fifteen members 
are nominated the election shall be by ballot. The Executive 
Committee shall be empowered to fill up any vacancy that 
may occur in their number during the year. 

io. The Executive Committee shall meet not less than 
four times a year. Each year at its first Meeting a Chairman 
shall be elected for that year. 

n. At any Meeting of the Executive Committee, three 
shall form a quorum. 

12. No opposed business shall be transacted at any 
Meeting of the Executive Committee, unless previous notice 
of such business shall have appeared on the Agenda 

13. The Executive Committee shall have power to make 
or alter by-laws for the management of the Union, provided 
always that the by-laws be not contrary to the principles, 
objects, or rules, of the Union, as printed and circulated 
in the Annual Report. 

1 +. 1 he Council shall decide as to what salaried Officer 
or Officers shall be appointed. The appointment and dismissal 
oi such Officer or Officers, with the amount of their salaries, 
shall be in the hands of the Executive. 

Meetings. 

The Council shall hold an Annual Meeting to fill 
I \acancies in their body, to receive the Report and 
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Balance Sheet of the previous year, to appoint the Auditor, 
to elect the Honorary Officers and Members of the Executive 
Committee, to decide on questions involving new departures 
in procedure, &c. 

1 6. The General Annual Meeting shall be held immediately 
after the Annual Meeting of the Council, for the purpose of 
reading the Report of the past year, and for otherwise 
promoting the interests of the Union. 

17. The Council may be summoned by the President, 
by the Executive Committee, or by the Secretary on the 
receipt of a requisition in writing from fifty members of the 
Union. Fourteen days’ Notice of every Meeting of the 
Council must be given. 

18. No Meeting shall be convened under Clause 17, 
unless the notice convening the same express the object for 
which the meeting has been summoned ; and no business, 
other than that specified on the Notice, shall be transacted 
at such Meeting. 

19. At all Meetings, the Chairman of each Meeting 
shall have a casting vote in addition to his ordinary vote. 

20. No alteration shall be made in the Rules except 
by a two-thirds majority of those present at the Annual 
Meeting of the Council, or at a Council-Meeting specially 
convened for that purpose. 

Local Branches. 

21. A Local Branch of the Union may be formed in any 
district by or with the approval of the Executive Committee, 
after which such Branch itself shall be free to organise, and 
make its own by-laws, provided such by-laws shall not e 
contrary to the principles and objects of the Union. 

22. Each Local Branch shall have the power to fix 
the amount of the Annual Subscription to be paid y 
members. 
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K h Local Branch shall send to the General Secretary, 
23 ' " before the Annual Meeting each year, the name 
oTitsTepresentative to the Council for the coming year. 

The Council shall publish a journal, and each 
member of the Union subscribing not less than ten shillings 
... -Cl h,. entitled to receive a copy of the journal 


as published. 

25 Each Local Branch shall pay an annual capitation- 
fee to the Council. This annual fee shall be one shilling per 
subscription for Branches within the London Postal District, 
and sixpence per subscription for Country Branches. In 
addition to the annual capitation-fees, each newly established 
Local Branch shall pay an affiliation -fee of one guinea to 


the Council. 
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GENERAL ANNUAL REPORT, 

MAY, 1897. 


T HE Committee have again to report with thankful hearts 
a year of good work and cheering progress, both in the 
extension of the field of work and in vigorous internal growth. 

The number of Branches was twenty-three at the end of last 
session. This year, in spite of the failure of two Branches, 
thirty-one are in full work and fourteen in process of organiza- 
tion. With reference to these latter, it is interesting to note 
that Branches are likely to be formed in Belgium. India and 
Natal. 

The inaugural meetings of new Branches have been for the 
most part sympathetic and well attended. 

The Union has been much encouraged, by the open 
adhesion to its principles, of several men of high repute in 
the educational world. Not the least cheering fact in this 
connection is, that a schoolmaster of experience is about to 
open a preparatory school for boys, to be worked on the 
of the Parents' Review School. 

The attendance at meetings has been good in almost 
Branch, but it would be well if every member felt the import 
of keeping in touch with the work of the Union, both ) 
ing the Parents' Review and by attending regular!} 
given in the respective Branches.

information is almost as undesirable as none at all Mr. Welton has made 
a careful selection for busy people which they could not possibly find time to 
make for themselves. By reference to it they will be able to see at a glance 
what books there are dealing with Education in general and with special 
branches. In addition to further particulars relating to the name of the 
publisher, the size and price of the book, and similar details, Mr. Welton has 
briefly indicated the contents of each work, and has given in a few words a 

critical account of its merits 

‘‘Mr. Welton’s list is condensed, and his work in compiling it has been 
increased— as is ever the case when information is short and to the point — by 
the labour of omission It is an invaluable addition to the resources of the 
Union, and all the members of it owe the author a deep debt of gratitude for 
an undertaking which has cost far more trouble than appears on the surface.”

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It has been rather laid upon the Union, during the past 
year, that its work should not be confined to what a Bishop 
on our Council calls “ the poor dear neglected rich ’’ We 
have been sending out “feelers,” and hope that we shall soon 
see organised efforts amongst the working classes. Two or 
three attempts of a promising nature have been made in 
connection with Toynbee Hall and College Settlements. It 
is hoped that schemes of work may soon be drawn up, not 
involving a new organisation for working people so much, as 
devising ways and means of utilizing existing organisations, 
such as Mothers’ Meetings, Temperance Work, Church Guilds, 
Clubs, &c. The method of carrying out details must vary, 
but sound educational principles will undoubtedly be as much 
valued, and as wisely applied, by the less, as by the more 
educated class, of parents. 

A. review of the work of the past year is as encouraging 
in the direction of internal growth as in that of extension. 
It is interesting to observe how, in the work of the Union, 
ideas, held at first in a loose vague way, by degrees take 
shape as working principles. During the past year certain 
principles appear to have been in this way taking form. The 
subjects of authority and obedience, for instance, have been 
brought before various Branches and have been treated ot by 
several writers in the Parents' Review , and hence, by degrees, 
the principle upon which the Union has always acted is 
becoming formulated somewhat in this shape That authority 
and docility are fundamental principles in the moral world, 
as universal as is the law of gravitation in the natural world, 
and that upon the co-ordination of these two hang possibilities 
of law and order, government and progress among men. 
members of the P.N.E.U. therefore recognise these element 
ideas, and require from their children that docility which is 
to authority ; whilst they recognise none the less the c ^ im ^ 
the latter as reasonable beings endowed with liberty ot c o 
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, „roDor.ion as the members of the Union reahze that 
, P J cer tain educational truths, they will recogmze the 
ihey Abilities involved, and will not sit down under the 
r “ P failures for which all must be prepared, but will work 
earnestly and humbly towards the realization of their ideals. 

Bearing in mind the fact that a society is only fully alive 
when the majority of its members are living and active, the 
Committee would urge upon all the duty of finding new mem- 
bers of supporting new Branches, upholding schools which 
recognize the principles of the Union, and sharing its ideas with 
fathers and mothers of the working classes as opportunity offers.

The Committee received with much pleasure, the excellent 
collections from the Ilkley and the Reading Natural History 
Clubs, and are glad to learn that various Branches are starting 
Clubs of their own. They hope that in 1897 ma »y of these 
Clubs will be represented in the London Exhibition. 

The exhibits were again sent to Whitechapel, where 1,000 or 
more children and teachers came too see them. Owing to its 
being a school holiday, there was a much greater rush of visitors 
than was at all anticipated, and in consequence the Committee 
fear that some exhibits were damaged. This will not occur again, 
and therefore the Committee hope that even exhibitors whose 
collections suffered will be so good as to send collections in 1897. 

In one of the rooms at 50, Porchester Terrace, Miss Vinter, 
late Head-Mistress of the Swansea High School, gave a most 
interesting lecture on the movements of aquatic animals. Her 
audience was largely composed of young people and children, 
who showed much interest in the subject and in the beautiful 
lantern slides.

VII. Hygiene. The students are examined for the Diploma of the National 

Health Society, which guarantees such knowledge of Human 
Physiology, Nursing, and “First Aid,” as will fit ihe holders to 
take intelligent care of children in health and to give intelligent 
help in sickness; and will also enable them to teach on the lines on 
which they have themselves been taught. The art of taking walks, 
games (hockey, etc.), Ling's Swedish Drill, and graceful calisthenic 
exercises, especially with the ball, are amongst the means of health 
and happiness to the use of which the students are trained. 

VIII. Arts and Crafts. Prominence is given to manual training both for its 

own sake and as giving a just balance to character, and a variety of 
interests in life.

The Certificate will be awarded only when the student shows herself 
possessed of the — to adapt a phrase — enthusiasm of childhood, which makes 
all work of teaching and training heart-service done to God.

ON THE 

HOUSE OF EDUCATION, 
1896-7. 


It was five years in January, 1897, since the House of Education was opened. 

It began in a small house, with four students, to whom a year’s training was 
given. In January, 1895, the course of training was extended to two years, 
and the College removed to its present beautiful home, capable of accommo- 
dating the thirty students now in residence. In the hve years of its existence 
eighty-five students have been trained in the House of Education. It is a 
source of great satisfaction to think that each of these, so far as we have been 
able to ascertain, is highly valued and thoroughly happy in the post she fills. 

The House of Education largely owes its prosperity to its former students, 
in that new students of each year are commonly friends or sisters of those 
who have been trained before, and several applications for teachers come from 
neighbourhoods where one student has already been placed. 

The faithfulness of the students to P.N.E.U. principles of Education is 
beyond praise. Every letter contains records of formation of habits, of 
opportunities taken to present inspiring ideas, of living teaching, watchful 
training of character and loving fellowship with the children under their care. 

This experiment of governesses trained distinctly for work in private 
families has proved a great success. The fostering interest of the Committee 
representing the Parents’ National Educational Union in the welfare of eac 
student, and the sense that they are not unimportant members of great 
society, is not without its influence on the work ot the stu

Upon the answer to these, the children are classified, and a programme of 
work for a term is sent for the children in each class, together with time- 
tables, “ suggestions ” as to method of teaching and books to be used, and 
the “Rules of the School.” At the end of a term the children’s work is 
tested by an examination. Examination papers are sent at Easter and 
Christmas, the children’s work is sent up, and the parents receive a report 
upon it. For the Midsummer examination the work is not sent up, but the 
parents send up their report.
